CLASSIFICATION of labor is one of the most essential 
objects to be accomplished by labor organizations if 
they are to work in harmony with 
Classifica~ the employers of labor. The fail- 
day ure of the various labor unions 
to discriminate between a first class 
mechanic and a comparative novice, a good work- 
man and an inferior one, can be assigned as the 
principal reason why so many breaches exist between 
employers and employes. It is nothing short of ridi- 
culous to presume that an inferior workman should 
receive the same compensation for his work as a prac- 
tical and experienced tradesman, and yet this is one of 
the demands made by labor organizations upon em- 
ploying interests. The unions apparently look with 
disfavor upon the employer taking it upon himself to 
decide in which class to place a worker. In order to 
overcome this objection Mr. E. E. Pennewill, super- 
intendent of the Abram Cox Stove Company of Phila- 
delphia, makes a suggestion which appears to carry 
with it logical common sense. He says: 


“When a man finishes his apprenticeship, let the 
foreman and shop committee representing his trade 
body, determine whether he belongs to the first, sec- 
ond or third class, and put the same on his union card, 
which should be issued by the union business agent of 
the district. When the man presents himself as a can- 
didate for a position in another shop the foreman by 
the inspection of his card would immediately be able 
to know what class of work to put him on, and save 
the company the expense of having work spoiled un- 
til the man has proven his capabilities. As the man 
would improve and ask for promotion in classification 
work we should allow the foreman and shop commit- 
tee to pass upon his work and if they approve it, the 
business agent should issue a new card. 


Mr. Pennewill believes that if such a course were 
adopted by the labor unions it would not only raise 
the standard of the work but would also act as an in- 
spiration to workers to persevere and become profi- 
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cient in the highest classes of skilled labor. An idle, 
shiftless employe not only works injury to himself but 
lowers the standard of his trade. By the co-operation 
of the labor unions with the employing interests it is 
possible to remedy many of the evils which prove det- 
rimental to the employe as well as to the employer. 








In 1Ts broadest sense, advertising is an integral part 
of every detail of merchandising. It is the medium 
through which the stock is purchased 

Value = and by means of which the help is hired. 

Adiaiidtiin, It is concerned with the policy of the 

store or factory, with the making and 
selling of the goods and with the proper delivery of 
the articles sold. It constitutes the most important 
element in the management of any successful business, 
whether large or small. While it is true that “sales 
move the wheels of business,” it is also equally true 
that advertising supplies the initial motive power by 
which the wheels of business are made to revolve. 
What advertising is and what it can accomplish are 
aptly portrayed by Truman A. De Weese in the fol- 
lowing language: 

“Advertising is to-day the mightiest factor in the business 
world. It is an evolution of modern industrial competi- 
tion. It is a business builder, with a potency that goes be- 
yond human desire. It is something more than a ‘drummer’ 
knocking at the door of the consumer—something more than 
mere salesmanship on paper. It is a positive, creative force 
in business. It builds factories, sky scrapers and railroads. 
It makes two blades of grass grow in the business world 
where only one grew before. It multiplies human wants and 
intensifies human desires. It furnishes excuse to timorous 
and hesitating ones for possessing the things which under 
former conditions they could easily get along without. 

“The human mind is so constructed that it is appreciably 
affected by repetition—and, after all, advertising is only repe> 
tition.” 

Persistency, however, is the secret of successful ad- 
vertising. Rome was not built in a day and it cannot 
be expected that great things in business can be ac- 
complished by a little desultory advertising. A new 
advertiser may want to acquire with one or two in- 
sertions the same amount of success that old adver- 
tisers have achieved by years of persistent effort. Such 
an idea is not at all in keeping with the laws of nature. 
The growth of a plant will be slow unless it is watered 
and given attention from time to time, and so no 
great results in business may be expected from a little 
immethodical advertising. John Wanamaker realized 
the value of continuous advertising when he once said: 
“Discontinuing an advertisement is like taking down 
your sign.” As the constant dropping of water wears 
away the most adamantine stone, so persistent adver- 
tising is bound to bring results. It is the constant 
appeal to the attention of the class of people whom 
advertisers desire to reach that will ultimately result 
in success. The Emersonian theory that “if a man 
can write a better book, preach a better sermon or 
make a better mousetrap than his neighbor, though his 
house be built in the woods, the world will make a 
beaten path to his door,” is as true to-day as ever, 
but it is also just as necessary to-day as ever that he 
should not lie down at a possible disappointment, but 
rather keep hammering incessantly at the public door. 

Business men are sometimes doubtful as to what 
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may be the psychological time to advertise. When 
business is good, when there may be a lot of unfilled 
orders on hand with purchasers clamoring for the 
goods, they may not deem it necessary to keep on 
advertising. Such an idea is an erroneous one, for it 
is one of the admitted failings of human nature to 
forget, and the buying public needs to be reminded 
all the time, for instance, of the omnipresent oppor- 
tunities to purchase various commodities at advan- 
tageous prices, and to be continually told of something 
that it is to their interest to know. 

When business is dull and orders are few and far 
between, business men are frequently inclined to say 
that under such conditions they cannot afford to ad- 
vertise. This argument is the most fallacious that 
can be imagined. In times of business depression peo- 
mle have more time than ever to read, and forceful 
advertisements during periods of trade weakness are 
more apt to make an impression upon prospective buy- 
ers than at any other time. The fact that one man 
mav at such a time curtail his advertising is all the 
more reason why his competitor should continue to 
advertise. When a competitor in a race slackens his 
speed is just the time that the other fellow should keep 
on and win. 

Keeping everlastingly at it is essential to success in 
any undertaking. A man may be able to do business 
to-day without advertising, but to-morrow his business 
may be taken away by some advertiser with foresight. 
Foresight is one of the most profitable attributes a 
business man can possess, and it is in connection with 
advertising that it can be used to as great or greater 
an advantage than in any other phase of business pur- 
suit. It is a recognized fact that advertising as a 
business auxiliary possesses to-day greater power than 
ever. That there is a greater necessity for it than 
ever is,. therefore, axiomatic. 








THE ANNOUNCEMENT made by certain railroad of- 
ficials that there will be no advance in railroad freight 
rates before the first of October at least,

Increase iS looked upon as a partial victory for 

in Freight the shipping interests and commercial 

Rates. organizations that have been fighting the 
threatened increase. That the determined fight on the 
part of these interests has resulted in the postpone- 
ment of the increase in freight rates is the logical 
conclusion. The Interstate Commerce Commission, it 
is said, believes that there is no advance in sight at 
all. One of the commissioners is credited with having 
said that the possibility of rates being increased will 
depend largely upon what will take place in the coun- 
try during the summer and fall, and that even if eco- 
nomic conditions pfove such as to make it imperative 
for the railroads to recoup their losses, it might not 
be done through the raising of rates, but through the 
lowering of wages. 

The earnings of the railroads are now said to be 
increasing each week. The net earnings of the South- 
ern Railway, for instance, for the month of March, 
1908, are reported to be nearly $250,000 over March, 
1907. 

Numerous inquifies have been directed to members 
of the Interstate Commerce Commission on the action 
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of that body in regard to the proposed advance in 
freight rates in the central freight association t@rritory. 
The almost uniform reply on the part of the commis - 
sioners has been that there is no power vested in the 
commission to enjoin carriers from advancing their 
rates and that complaints will have to come to the com- 
mission in the usual way. 

The action of the railroads in deferring the pro- 
posed increase in freight rates is a prudent one, for 
no valid excuse can be set up for advancing rates at 
a time when the country is only recovering from the 
financial set-back of last fall. 








THE FARMERS of the country have generally been 
supposed to be antagonistic to any combination of 
manufacturing interests which, in order 


— to maintain or control prices, might re-

Farmers. ‘Ott to the curtailment of production to 


accomplish this end. In the evolution of 
things, however, the tillers of the soil are gradually 
being weaned away from their former attitude toward 
the manufacturers, until, at the present time, many of 
them have formed combinations to pursue a course 
similar to that which they have been condemning for 
years back. 

There can be no doubt that the “Society of Equity” 
is in a large measure responsible for the raids that have 
of late been made by night-riders in Kentucky and oth- 
er states for the specific purpose of preventing the rais- 
ing of a tobacco crop this year. These raiders have 
acted on the theory that the tobacco now on hand 
would fetch a larger price were there no new crop 
grown this season. The Farmers’ Union, an aggrega- 
tion which is especially strong in the South, held a 
conference recently at Atlanta, Ga., with the result, it 
is said, that the acreage of the cotton belt will be cut 
down to an extent of perhaps 10 per cent. Of course 
it is to be surmised that the farmers intend this reduc- 
tion to be a good excuse for putting up the price of 
cotton. 

It is conceded by everybody that the farming indus- 
try constitutes the backbone of the country, sc what 
effect this policy of the farmers will have upon the 
country at large will probably be seen before many 
months have elapsed.

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NEW METHOD OF IGNITING EXPLOSIVES. 








An interesting phenomenon that may be of use in 
the ignition of explosives is creating interest in Ger- 
many. It has been discovered that an alloy of iron anu 
serium, lanthanium, or any other of the rare earths (as 
used in manufacturing incandescent gas mantles) wil) 
create luminous sparks on being struck with some 
metal tool, such as a knife edge, a file, or the like. The 
shower of sparks given off at the point of impact is 
sufficient to ignite not only gas, but even a cotton wick 
saturated with alcohol, and it is possible to utilize these 
iron alloys for igniting all sorts of explosives. The be- 
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havior of these alloys has been found to vary accord- 
ing to their percentage of iron, the sparking reaching a 
maximum with a content of 30 per' cent.

CLASSIFICATION OF LABOR. 








BY E, E. PENNEWILL,

The labor union has. not yet accomplished that 
which would be most beneficial to both the employer 
and employe; that is, the classification of labor. 

It .is not reasonable that a first-class, experienced, 


tradesman, capable of doing high-grade work,, shoul¢ 


receive the same compensation as an inferior, shift- 
less fellow doing half as much and half as well. Prob- 
ably the objection to this would be that we may be 
unable to determine in what class a man stands. This 
could be overcome in the following manner: 

When a man finishes his apprenticeship, let the fore- 
man and shop committee representing his trade body, 
determine whether he belongs to the first, second or 
third class, and put same on his union card, which 
should be issued by the union business agent of that 
district. When the man presents himself as a candi- 
date for a position in another shop the foreman by 
inspection of his card would immediately be able to 
know what class of work to put him on, and save the 
company the expense of having work spoiled until the 
man has proven his capabilities. As our man would 
improve and demand to be promoted in classification 
we should allow the foreman and shop committee to 
pass upon his work and if they approve it, the business 
agent should issue a new card. . 

There are many men who take an interest in their 
trade, who work for its improvement and betterment, 
and toil to place it and the men who earn their liveli- 
hood therefrom, upon a high plane that may be ad- 
mired by those into whose scope these efforts may 
come. These men are working for a poésible ideal, 
and by such endeavors general surrounding conditions 
tend to improve. Does it seem fair that these men 


’ should be.compelled to work for the same wage scale 


as the idle, shiftless, don’t-care man who takes no in- 
terest in his work, is generally bungling and thinks 
only of the time when the quitting whistle blows? This 
man is using his efforts to lower the standard of his 
trade, to bring adverse criticism, and yet, the policy 
of trades unions is to place these two entirely different 
men on an equal basis. 

The writer firmly believes that should such a prin- 
ciple be adopted by the unions, it would, beyond a 
doubt, raise the standard of work, as the natural pride 
of men would inspire the great majority to attain the 
first grade. 

As a man reaches a higher plane in his business, so 
does he seek improved conditions elsewhere, as the 
state of his mind has become elevated and he is not 
satisfied with his former surroundings. He has been 
given something to work for, something to attain, 
and when he has accomplished this, he is privileged to 
feel, and rightfully, that he has done something to im- 
prove and elevate conditions. 

To give every man this opportunity lies within the 
power of the labor unions, but to bring it to a success- 
ful end, must have the co-operation of the employers.

The burner is fastened to the 
fount by a double bayonet lock 
on the burner cone, and in ad- 
dition by a protruding arm 
which covers the wick raiser.

They are fitted with patented 
bails, which will stay in any 
position in which they are 
placed. All founts are tested 
by air under water, before they 
leave the factory and are guar- 
anteed to be oil-tight.

The tubular lantern as shown in one of the accom- 
panying cuts and known as No. 553%, is covered with 
a bright maroon bicycle enamel baked on in the same 
manner as the enamel is put on a bicycle. This makes 
a very durable finish, one that will not scratch or come 
off like paint. It serves also as a protection against 
dampness and will out-wear, it is said, the plain lan- 
terns on that account.

gas, allowing coal and natural gas to be used at the 
same time. The combustion chamber is made in one 
piece 24 inches high, and it rests in a cup joint on 
top of the fire pot. It is round at the bottom and 
gradually draws into deep corrugations at the top, 
thereby increasing the radiating surface and giving 
the casting great strength. The smoke pipe socket 
extends through the casing and can be placed in any 
position around the furnace.

SHEET METAL WORKERS DISCUSS TIN 
ROOFING PRICES. 





At a meeting of the Brooklyn Association of Mas- 
ter Sheet Metal Workers’ held on May 21 and at 
which President W. H. Ostheimer presided, a very in- 
teresting blackboard talk on the price of tin roofing was 
given. The various members present were asked to 
give their methods of estimating the cost and the time 
required to complete a roof requiring ten squares, un- 
der certain given specifications. The methods adopted 
by the different members in computing the cost of the 
work were, in nearly all cases, found to be dissimilar, 
the prices quoted ranging all the way from $65 to $100. 
In some instances a master sheet metal worker com- 
puted his time on the job at the same rate as that of a 
journeyman, hence the number of low figures quoted. 

It was the consensus of opinion among the members 
that a master worker should charge double price for 
his time, as by working on the roof he might be neg- 
lecting other details of his business. It was brought 
out in the course of the meeting that a Brooklyn jour- 
neyman will lay out and complete about three squares 
of flat seam roofing in a day. Mr. C. W. Smith had 
charge of the discussion which proved to be a very in- 
structive one, the blackboard feature being acknowl- 
edged as almost indispensable at a discussion of this 
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kind. The annual meeting of the association was 
scheduled to take place on June 4.

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John H. Reynolds. 


John H. Reynolds of the Globe Ventilator Co., Troy,

ness man and useful citizen of Troy, died on May 29 
after an illness of a few weeks’ duration, at his home, 


100 Third St. Mr. Reynolds was a native of Schenec- 
tady, N. Y., where he was born 66 years ago, but he 


had lived in Troy since his childhood days. The de- 
ceased was well known throughout the country as the 
inventor of the “Globe” ventilator, an appliance which 
has been very ,extensively used. Mr. A. J. Robinson 
was Mr. Reynolds’ partner in the business up to a few 
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years ago when he retired. Chas. R. Hicks then be 
came associated with Mr. Reynolds, and in 1888 Geo 
E. Waldron and Stephen J. Brown entered the firm 
which continued unchanged until Mr. Waldron re 
tired in 1897. Mr. Brown is now the surviving mem. 
ber of the firm. Mr. Reynolds was a veteran of the 
Civil War and a member of the Grand Army of the 
Republic. He was very prominent in Masonic and 
other society circles, besides being associated with a 
number of local societies in his own town. He was a 
man of genial disposition, who made friends easily and 
enjoyed the respect of all with whom he came in con-

tact. He was also very generous and in a quiet way 
performed many charitable acts. His death will be 
generally regretted. He is survived by a wife and 
one sister, Mrs. J. T. Potts of Philadelphia. 


Herman E. Schnabel. 


Herman E. Schnabel, inventor, and pioneer barb 
wire manufacturer, committed suicide on June 1 at his 
home at 411 Dearborn avenue, Chicago. Mr. Schna- 
bel was a mechanic of ability and invented several 
labor saving devices for the manufacture of barb wire. 
He succeeded in interesting a number of capitalists in 
forming the Schnabel Wire Co., of which he was the 
head and later became the sole owner. At the time 
that the American Steel & Wire Co. was formed the 
Schnabel concern was taken over by this company 
and Schnabel devices were used, it is said, in all its 
factories. It is said that Mr. Schnabel received for 
his patents and business more than $1,000,000, all of 
which he is said to have lost in unfortunate speculation. 
After the death of his wife eight years ago, Mr. 
Schnabel turned his attention to the stock and grain 
markets which proved to be his financial undoing. Mr. 
Schnabel was a man of retiring disposition, though it 
is said that he never exhibited signs of moroseness. 
He left no reason for his act of self-destruction.

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 


The past week has been one reasonably satisfactory 
to the hardware trade. While there has been no very 
marked improvement in the situation the steady de- 
mand for many lines still continues. Jobbers report 
that business for the month of May was about as good 
as they had anticipated, notwithstanding the untoward 
weather conditions which prevailed during the first 


half of the month. The cut in prices in certain steel 
products, notably in steel bars, in which the cut is 
about $4 per ton, has not as yet affected prices, and it 
is the opinion of the trade that while the cut will do 
no good it may not do much harm. Chas. M. Schwab, 
president of the Bethlehem Steel Co., is quoted as hav- 
ing the following to say regarding the reduction in 
the price of steel bars and small shapes: 

“There is little significance in the reduction of the 


price of steel bars. As a result of low prices for old 
iron rails, scraps, etc., some smaljl manufacturers were 


able to produce iron bars at a low cost, and a readjust- . 


ment in steel bar prices was necessary to meet this 
competition. The change was made with the unani- 
mous consent of manufacturers and entirely in sym- 
pathy with the co-operative and conciliatory movement 
at present existing among steel manufacturers. Fin- 
ished steel prices will remain unchanged. The reduc- 
tion in steel bars has no significance so far as the 
general steel market is concerned. Manufacturers 
are working in harmony.” 

The important steel interests generally are inclined 
to belittle the reductions which have been made in 
the prices of certain steel products. 

The demand for wire nails still keeps up, though 
purchases generally seem to be along conservative lines. 
Western jobbers still continue to be the principal buy- 
ers of this product. The cut nail market is still un- 
changed, the demand continuing light. There is com- 
paratively little demand for barb and plain wire, the 
demand for the former product diminishing with the 
advance of the season, while that for the latter is for 
small lots for immediate requirements. Prices, how- 
ever, are being well maintained. 

Wire nails are quoted at $2.23; painted barb wire, 
$2.38; galvanized barb wire, $2.68; smooth annealed 
wire, $2.08 ; smooth galvanized wire, $2.38 ; galvanized 
staples, $2.63 ; and polished staples, $2.23. These quo- 
tations relate to car lots to jobbers. Quotations to re- 
tailers in car lots are five cents higher and on less than 
car lots fifteen cents higher. 

Iron cut nails are quoted in car lots to jobbers, 
$2.18; to retailers, $2.30; steel cut to jobbers, in car 
lots, $2.03; in car lots to retailers, $2.15. 





TIN PLATE. 


The tin plate situation is still relatively very strong, 
the steel.corporation having 213 of its tin plate mills 
.in operation, and its production of tin plate is at the 
full normal capacity. Preparations are being made 
to take care of the approaching vegetable crop.

The situation in the sheet market is still unchanged, 
and the new orders that are being received are as a 
rule for small quantities. Jobbers are still carrying 
low stocks, though in the extreme West conditions are 
said to be about normal. There is still a considerable 
demand for galvanized sheets in the Pittsburg market. 
No shading of prices is reported among the larger 
mills, though a few of the smaller ones are said to be 
making concessions.

COPPER. 


There is a very quiet trade in ingot copper, but 
consumers are watching the market closely, and ap- 
parently are prepared to operate freely whenever the: 
producers seem inclined to meet the low-price views of 
buyers. The latter look upon 12%c for electrolytic as 
about the proper figure, but so far the large producers 
do not appear to be anxious to trade on that basis. 
Sheet copper is steady and unchanged at a 17c base, 
yellow metal is unchanged at 16c for dimensions, 14c 
for sheathing and sheathing nails and keel and stem’ 
metal, 15c for slating nails and 16c for keel and stem 
metal. The New York quotations are $12.80@12.87% 
for Lake, $12.75 for electrolytic, and $12.60@12.65 
for casting brands.

SHEET ZINC. 


Quietness is characteristic of the sheet zinc market, 
and there appears to be very little buying. Prices con- 
tinue at $7 per 100 pounds f. o. b. smelter, with the 
usual extras and discounts. Sheet zinc is quoted at 
7%4¢ for cask lots and 8%c for less than cask lots. 
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SPELTER. 

The spelter market is slightly firmer, New York 
quoting $4.60@4.75, and St. Louis $4.40@4.42%. The 
Boston jobbing price is unchanged at 4%@5c. Lon- 
don quotes £19 15s. The spelter market generally is 
not in a very satisfactory condition. 


PIG IRON. 

The sharp demand for pig iron noted last week has 
resulted in a strengthening of the market, and higher 
prices are being asked for No. 2 foundry iron. Since 
June opened there has been some falling off in the 
demand, but this is probably due to the advancing 
prices rather to any other change in conditions. The 
total sales since the buying movement began are esti- 
mated at from 600,000 to 700,000 tons, well distributed 
over the different sections and among the different 
furnaces. Something. more than an advance in prices 
is said to be at work in the temporary hold-up of the 
trade, the fact that the furnace men are unwilling to 
sell at the current prices except for prompt shipment 
being regarded as an important factor. There is ap- 
parently an optimistic feeling among iron and steel 
men regarding the possibilities of renewed activity 
during the last half of the year, and the makers of 
foundry iron are exhibiting a strong disinclination to 
tie themselves up on the recent low basis of prices. 
Even at the advance of 50c to $1 per ton which, in 
some instances, has already been made in asking 
prices, there is no anxiety for forward business. Some 
of the furnaces have withdrawn from the market, and 
are looking for higher prices before covering the re- 
mainder of their capacity for the balance of 1908. 
There has been some improvement in the foundry 
trade throughout New England, but undoubtedly a 
great deal of the recent buying has been in anticipation 
of future needs. It is said that there is still consider- 
able iron in the furnace yards, but the situation shows 
a marked improvement, and there is now a tendency to 
increase production again. Southern makers are ask- 
ing $12 for No. 2 foundry, Birmingham, for second 
half delivery, while $11.50 is asked in some instances.

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Matthew Addy & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 
report: “Inquiry has kept up surprisingly well during the 
past week. Usually after a buying movement such as we 
have just experienced things begin to quiet down and buyers 
pause to find out where they stand. While, of course, there 
has been some falling off in inquiry and sales the interest has 
kept up wonderfully well. Everyone is watching the market 
closely. Each day is bringing a fair run of new orders and 
the tone is decidedly healthy. Now that the blast furnace 
situation has been settled for some time to come by the large 
tannage of pig iron that has been booked, a great deal of the 
interest has been transferred to finished lines, and we note 
that some of the railroads have issued orders to repair their 
rolling stock and contracts have been let and are pending for 
a number of bridges and a tonnage of rails. This is particu- 
larly significant, as the railroads consume such a large ton- 
nage of the steel made in the country; and the repairing of 
their cars shows that the railroads appreciate the fact that 
they will be needed before long. 

“While there has been some little inquiry for iron to be 
delivered during the early part of next year, as yet most of 
our ironmasters are refraining from quoting beyond 1908, and 
some of them are even averse to quoting for the last quarter 
of the present year, preferring to book orders only through 
September. 

“There seems to be a revival in inquiry for straight foun- 
dry grades of iron. For a while special irons and steel mak- 
ing irons were having their turn and no one seemed especially 
interested in No. 2 and No. 3 foundry. During the past 
week, however, we have had numerous inquiries for foundry 
grades for various deliveries. 

“While there is nothing remarkable to report it is 
gratifying to note that things are keeping up. 

“The coke market is somewhat more active and prices 
are firmer.” 


Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their week 
ly report: 

“Activity in the iron market is still pronounced; both 
inquiries and sales are in excellent volume. Following the 
lead of the larger consumers, smaller melters are buving 
freely and seem to be convincd that their best interests will 
be served by purchasing for as far ahead as they can figure 
out their required consumption. There is a much better 
feeling and prices are firmer this week than they were last. 

“Consumption of iron is keeping up well, and even the 
companies manufacturing railroad supplies are taking on a 
somewhat more cheerful aspect, although any business for 
the railroads aside from rails is not yet of marked volume 
Some large rail business has been placed and this has had 
its favorable effect. 

“Most of the deliveries contracted for run through the 
third quarter, but there have been a fair number of con 
tracts taken for delivery during the balance of the year, 
although at the present time furnaces are somewhat backward 
in making quotations so far ahead. The advance in price 
on Southern iron has resulted in putting them more on a 
parity with the Northern furnaces and the result has been 
that good business has been taken by Northern plants, al 
though there has been a considerable range in prices o1 va 
rious Northern brands. 

“Change in furnace stocks during May was s0 slight as 
to be practically negligible, and consumption kept up with a 
gradual increase, which has been in effect for several months 
The bulk of plants through the Middle West that were run 
ning 30 per cent of their capacity in March are now running 
from 50 to 60 per cent, and this ratio of increase is believed 
to be real and is expected will continue. Manufacturers in 


most lines are figuring on good business from now on, pro 
vided some unforeseen contingency does not arise. This has 
resulted in their placing orders at present prices for every 
pound of iron they can figre for consumption during the 
longest possible period ahead. 

“Coke has brightened along with pig iron, and while 
there is no increase in production, prices are steadier and 
demand is greater. Shipments were better and indications 
are that there will be some excellent contracting during this 
month. There have been some good furnace coke contracts 
closed, and altogether the report on this branch of the busi- 
ness is very much more encouraging.”
